WOMEN DENY URGING RADICAL STEP 


If American laws and customs were re- 
vised as urged by Chicago clubwomen on 
Saturday, the institutions of marriage and 
childhood would face a grave crisis, accord- 
ing to members of the divorce commission 
yesterday. The clubwomen by their reso- 
lutions severely had criticised the commis 
sion for its proposed reforms in the divorce 
laws. 

The Rev. W. O. Waters, rector of Grace 
Episcopal church, member of the commis 
sion, went so far as to say that if the ideas of 
the women were put into operation it would 
lead to a legalizing of free love.“ 


Pleads for Children. 

Judge Marcus Kavanagh, chairman of the 
commission, made a plea particularly in be- 
half of little children. He said the plan pro- 
posed by the chubwomen favored letting a 
husband break the marital bonds when he 
tires of his wife, or enables his spouse to quit 
him when she sees some one else who looks 
better to her.“ 

When some of the clubwomen who took 
part in the Saturday meeting were notified of 
the comment on their resolutions by the 
commission, Dr. Anna Blount of Oak Park 
replied “free love did not enter into the 
discussion in any sense, but that personally 
she maintained her antagonism to the “‘ rat- 
trap theory of marriages.” Mrs. Alfred A. 
Janotta; also of Oak Park; Mrs. Ellen M. 
Henrotin, and Mrs. Catharine Waugh Mc- 
Culloch all sald no support of the doctrine 
of free love” was intended in the resolu-

The Debated Resolutions. 
Here are the debated resolutions: 

Whereas, It is the sense of this assem- 
blage that to force two people to live to- 
gether Who do not so wish will only make 
a bad matter worse, and that remedies 
should be applied before marriage by 
arousing the eugenic conscience through 
education and reforming the marriage 
laws. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the 
plan proposed by the divorce commission 
to have the state’s attorney a party toall 
divorce suits. We oppose it onthe ground 
of its undesirable added expense and of its 
presumption that colluston“ or mutual 
effort to obtain a divorce is wrong. We 
believe the mismated righteous are as de- 
serving of relief by divorce as the mis- 
meted unrighteous, and that persons 
should not be forced to commit sin or 
perjury in order to obtain a divorce. 


Expects Fight in Chicago. 

“Phe Illinois divorce commission has met 
great opposition in this city, as was to be 
expected. said Judge Kavanagh. “ In Chi- 

o the orce evil reeks more foully than 
in any ot community in America. So it 
is only naffral that its adherents should be 
stronger and more outspoken here than else- 
where. 

„The commission first attached to that 
body many clergymen, judges, and lawyers. 
It has the most eminent clergy of every creed 
in Chicago, and who are better able than 
they to understand this national evil and to 
apply remedies with clearer minds? We 
have lawyers and judges. Surely lawyers 
should know something about the form of the 
law. As for the judges-—I, myself, have 
heard and determined more than 1,000 di- 
vorce cases, so we judges should know some- 
thing of the nature of and causes for divorce,

CLEANUP STARTS 


McGann Issues Orders to Be- 
gin Removal of Cbstruc- 
tions Today. 


TROLLEY POLE ATTACKED. 


Clearing. of sidewalk obstructions in the 
loop will begin this morning. This follows 
the council order that every street entrance, 
basement areaway, overhanging advertise- 
ment of any description, or any obstruction 
which interferes with the public use of the 
sidewalk must be removed by Jan. 1, 1915. 

Public Works Commissioner McGann yes- 
terday announced that notices were sent out 
from his office on Saturday calling for 
prompt removal of certain flagrant cases of 
sidewalk obstruction, making the limit in 
some instances sixty days. 


Starts War on ‘Trolley Poles. 

At the same time a movement was started 
by the Association of Commerce which may 
result in the complete elimination of trolley 
poles throughout the business district. Ao- 
cording to August Gatzert, chairman of the 
committee on downtown streéts, a report has 
been made by L. A. Dumond, the commis- 
sion’s engineer, which shows thatthe span 
wires may be strung from building to build- 
ing, thus doing away with poles. Six miles 
of business streets in Minneapolis have been 
entirely cleared of trolley poles, he says. 

Another move contemplated by the Associ- 
ation of Commerce to aid Commissioner Me- 
Ganm in his campign to clean up the loop is 
the abolition of electrie light poles. Accord- 
ing to the street committee, this has been 
demonstrated as practical in nearly every 
European city. 


Letter Box Alone Unmovable. 

According to Mr. McGann, with this pro- 
gram of loop betterment carried out, it le 
possible to have every pole, standard, or ob- 
struction of any sort removed, with one ex- 
ception—the United States letter box. 

The efficiency bureau of the city civil serv- 
ice commission last week started a compre 
hensive investigation of traffic conditions on 
all streets leading to downtown river bridges 
and on neighboring thoroughfares, with the 
view of ascertaining what effect the tem- 
porary closing of certain bridges will have 
on nearby bridges. 

“We sent notices last night to all loop 
property owners where certain obstructions 
interfere with the public's use of the side- 
walk.“ said Commissioner McGann In 
most instances we gave them but eixty days 
to comply; in some we let them have ninety 
days. The fact that the council order makes 
Jan. 1, 1915, the limit for the removal of ali 
obstructions does not mean that we are going 
to wait until the last minute. The loop will 
be cleaned up as fast as possible, Only the 
very expensive and complicated obstructions 
will eecure more leeway then others. 

“Our energies will be devoted at first to 
cleaning up the sidewalks on West Washing- 
ton, West Madison, West Van Buren, and 
Franklin and Canal streeta, in order to get 
things into shape for the public which will 
be forced to use these thoroughfares when 
the Jackson boulevard bridge ie closed.

New York, March 28. The simplified spell- 
ing board issued today its fourth list of words 
to appear in new fashioned orthography. Ap- 
proximately 1,000 words are shortened or 
changed in spelling. 

„In considering these new spellings,” the 
board said in announcing the new list, “do 
not be too much influenced by the odd ap- 
pearance of the word. Any change must look 
odd at first. Consider, rather, whether the 
change will bring a real gain if the public 
should aceept it.” | 

Some of the changes are: Dropping the si- 
lent h in such words as chaos and chameleon; 
dropping the final k in words like hammock; 
changing heart and hearth to hart and harth; 
dropping the silent e in money and similar 
words; substituting laf for laugh and cof 
for cough; omitting the g in gnat. gnome and 
similar words; substituting nee for knee and 
nicnac for knickrack, and dropping the k in 
similar words; changing pramced to pranst 
and other words ending with nced to nst. 

In the new list touch ig spelled tuch; serious 
is changed to serius; blow is spelled blo; bel- 
low is changed to bello; forced to forst; phan- 
tom to fantom; handsome to handsum; boss 
to bos; glue to glu and wretch toretch. Each 
of these instances typifies a rule and is fol- 
lowed by a long list of words to which it ap- 
plies.

DOWAGER PRINCESS COLONNA 
SLASHES BREAST WITH RAZOR. 


Demented Noblewoman, Made Despon- 
dent by Social Ostracism in Rome, 
Frier to End Her Life. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN R.] 

ROME, March 23.—The Princess Marco 
Antonio Colonna di Pallano, mother of the 
Princess Teano, one of the most beautiful 
women in Burope, attempted to kill herself 
in the Grand hotel here by slashing ber breast 
with a razor. 

She would have bled to death but for the 
fact that her maid discovered her lying on 
the floor, stanched the blood, and called in 
a doctor. The wound is not regarded as 
serious. 

She is an old and eccentric Neapolitan 


‘noblewoman who generally resides in Eng- 


land. Four years ago she became suddenly 
demented and has been under observation 
ever since. 

The princess got her name prominently in 
the newspapers during the war between 
Turkey and Italy by denouncing in the Lon- 
don papers alleged atrocities committed by 
her countrymenin Tripoli. She has been here 
since January visiting her daughters the 
Princess Teano and the Marchesa Chiti. 

The Princess Teano's father was Prince 
Marco Antonio Colonna, Duke of Pallano, 
prince assistant to the pontifical throne, 
Before her marriage the Princess Colonna 
was the Duchess Theresa of San Teodora and 
Parete. Marchioness of Villemaine and Capri- 
gila. Prince Teano, the elder son of the 
Duke of Sermonetta, is well known as a dis- 
tingushed orienta] scholar.

ITALY TAKES SAME VIEW. 
Request Meets with Refusal, De- 
spite Russia's Advice Urging 

* Favorable Reply. 


CEIPTINJE, Montenegro, March 23.—It is 
semi- omicially announced Austria presented 
an ultimatum to Montcnegro today demand- 
ing a suspension of the military operations 
around Scutari until the entire civil popula- 
tion has left the town. In the event of re- 
fusal Austria will resort to arms against 
Montenegro. 

Italy took similar action, but without ex- 
pressing any threat, and Russia, the friend 
of Montenegro, advised the Montenegrin 
government to accede to Austria's demand. 

Austria is sending a steamer to Soutari, 
evidently expecting that this, her second 
request, for the release of the ofviliana, will 
not be refused. 

In à previous note, which was couched in 
threatening terms, Austria also demanded 
that all Catholics and Mohammedans in Ja- 
kova and the surrounding district who have 
been converted since the Montenegrin occu- 
pation must be restored to their former faith. 


Commission to Sift Conversions. 
‘ With a view to proving the conversions in 
question were not attended by any compul- 
sion Montenegro replied that it proposes to 
appoint a commission on which, besides the 
Montenegrin members, there should also be 
one representative of Austria and another of 
Italy or some other great power. 

Montenegro at the same time stated it could 
not allow the sovereign right of Austria to 
be exercised in territory occupied by Monte- 
negro. 

Austria refused to accept the answer: 0 its 
note, on the ground that its wording was 
not seemly. 


Official Journal Explains Conversions.

Fixed at $6 a Week. 


Sharp Responses Made to Those 
Who Muck Rake“ Girl Who 
Works for Existence. 


the caption, The Girl Who Works Is Not 
the Girl Who Errs; Some Sharp Responses 
to Those Who Muck-Rake Her,” the World 
today publishes articles on the anden by 
several well known writers. 

“After all the arguments have been ad- 
vanced that can be advanced to prove that 
upon man should be placed the blame when 
women eacrifice their virtue, the plain fact 
remains that, except where violence is em- 
ployed, the issue depends finally on the con- 
gent of the woman,” saye Ida M. Tarbell. 

J do not mean to imply that a woman de- 
Uberately sets out to capture a man with a 


| view to establishing any irregular relation- 


ship with him. What I mean is that many 
umthinking women will, whenever occasion 
offers, use their sex, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, for the purpose of gaining influence 
over men, and that once they have come to 
realize the power they can exert they fall 
under a strong temptation to force its ex- 
ercise further and further for the gratifica- 
tion of their wishes whether these lie in the 
direction of flattery, gifts, or matrimony. 


Women Rarely Honest with Selves. 

Women are rarely honest with them- 
eelveg about their attitude toward men. I 
suppose that if a woman were to go up to 
any one of the thousand girls that may be 
seen on Fifth avenue dressed in the present 
alluring and suggestive fashion, their cheeks 
and lips painted, and were to suggest to such 
a girl that her chief object in dressing and 
adorning herself in that fashion was to excite 
the emotions of the men, she would profess 
and often feel the greatest astonishment and 
indignation. 

But if the matter is faced frankly it is 
precisely a man hunt, disguised if you will 
by silks and satins, by lingerie and lace, by 
the conventions of society, but none the less 
a man hunt. 

“ Talk with these girls and women and they 
will deny it indignantly. They are simply 
dressing according to the fashion. 


Wages and Morals Foreign. 

“In regard to the specific point which is 
being so widely discussed of the relation be- 
tween wages and virtue, it seems to me that it 
is a foolish as well as an unjust thing to try 
to make it appear that the precise economic 
condition of a girl fixes in any considerable 
number of cases the state of her morality. 

“ Two considerations make such a hypothe- 
sis untenable. One is that there is no class 
of people in any civilized country in which 
the morality of the woman is higher than it 
is in the very poorest classes. 

„The other ie that there is a good deal of 
evidence to show that there is at least as 
large a proportion of unmoral women among 
the moderately well-to-do, the well-to-do, 
and the rich as there is among those who are 
just able to earn a decent living.”’ 


Poor Compliment to Girls, 

“Tt seems to me to be paying a pretty poor 
compliment to the young women of this coun- 
try to suggest that their virtue hangs upon 
such a slender thread,. that its price can be 
fixed somewhere between $6 and $8 a week,“ 
says Miss Jeannette Gilder. 

“To describe the kind of girl that ends on 
the street as an Innocent, moral creature who 
falls a victim to man’s evil passions only be- 
cause she is driven to choose between starva- 
tion and a life of shame, is an absurd bur- 
lesque of the facts. 

It is no doubt true that a certain number 
of innocent girls are led astray by men, but 
the number of cases must be very small in 
which a mam deliberately sets out to ruin a 
girl when he sees that his first overtures are 
met with genuine disgust and aversion.”’ 


Sees Failure in Movement. 

“Those who are seeking to express wom- 
en's virtues in terms of dollars and cents 
are, no doubt, animated by praiseworthy mo- 
tives,” says Dr. Grace Pelham Murray. 
“but whatever results their efforts may 
have, it is extremely unlikely that one of 
them will be an improvement in human 
morals, 

In the first place, it is one in regard to 
which it is impossible that a full and frank 
discussion of all the factors can be expected; 
in the second place, it concerns matters about 
which practically no one, male or female, will 
speak the whole truth at a public inquiry; 
and, finally, even if all the facts could be 
elicited it would be hopeless to look for any 
agreement as to what they meant or as to 


what ought to be done to better the condi- 
tions disclosed.’’

President A. A. McCormick of the county 
board and State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne 
spent a good share of Easter Sunday telling 
the public what each thought of the other, 
giving each other advice on how his office 
should be run, exchanging sizzling criticisms 
of each other's fistic abilities, but getting no 
nearer the much talked of ring battle than 
when McCormick first challenged Hoyne.

Hoyne Says He’s Unafraid.

for that missing red corpuecle he will be able 
to find unescorted and unarmed, By the 
way, I do not wear boxing gloves on the 
streets or in my office.

The Progressive commis- 
sioners in their contests spent their own 
money. In my case, I also, am paying my 
own attorneys.

Observatory Announces 
Discoveries by Aid. 


BACKS NEBULAR THEORY? 


Finder Thinks So, but Opposing 
School Questions His Con- 
clusions. 


Remarkably successful observations, made 
at the Lowell observatory in Flagstaff, Ariz. 
recited briefly by Prof. Percival Lowell in 
Chicago last night on his way through to 
New York, are considered by astronomers 
likely to add materially to support of a theory 


as to the origin of the solar ané other sys- 
tems. 


By means of the spectroscope Dr. v. M. 
Supher of the observatory staff has been able 
to discerns much of the nature of the sub- 


stance occupying the space about the 
Pleiades. 


Dissension Among Astronomers, 

But there already is dissension among as- 
tronomers as to conclusiona, but not es to the 
accuracy of the investigations themselves 
for Dr. Slipher is highly regarded by his fel- 
lowers and also by those who hold to a theory 
different from the nebular hypothesis, no- 
tably Prof. Forest R. Moulton and Prot. 
Thomas C. Chamberlin of the University of 
Chicago, who evolved the planetesima! theory 
thirteen years ago, which flatly contradicts 
the nebular theory of La Place, Herschel, and 
others, 

It has been discovered through spectro- 
scopic observations,“ said Prof. Lowell. 
“that that nebula in the Pleiades is Hum 
nated by reflected light of the neighboring 
stars, and that this nebula is in reality a 
cloud of finely divided matter such as ‘the 
investigations of Sir Norman Lockyer, Sir 
George Darwin, and Prof. Hugo Seeliger led 
them to suppose might exist in space. 


Find Proof of Matter. 

“ The proof of this consists in the fact that 
with the elit of the spectograph so placed as 
to include the star and the wisps of nebula in 
its neighborhood, the resulting spectogram 
shows the spectrum of the star surrounded by 
a faint continuous spectrum where the nebu- 
losity exists, crossed by the well known dark 
bands of the absorption of hydrogen and of 
other gases. This indicated the nebula con- 
sists of solid matter reflecting the light it re- 
ceives from the star and surrounded by cool 
gases. Or, in other words, that we see here 
a cloud of ° meteoric matter enveloped in 
lighter particles of gas. 

“This is the first step in the evolution of 
a solar system. 

“The importatice of this discovery, which 
is corroborated by other Flagstaff observa- 
tions of nebule and star clusters, mil} be 
seen when it is pointed out chat it bears di- 
rectly on the nature of thousands of other 
nebule and suggests that many of them 
may closely reproduce the hypothetical 
neuble assumed by La Place as the basis for 
his nebular hypothesis.” 

Prof. Chamberlin declined to discuss the 
discovery. Prof. Moulton listened gravely 
and said he had just read the fuller accounts 
of the experimental work, unaccompanied by 
conclusions. From these accounts, he said, 
he had gathered quite the opposite idea.

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ble waste of water, hoping some day some- 
thing will be done. 

Chicago from the viewpoint of the sociolo- 
gist abroad is a city to follow. Chicago 
from the viewpoint of the foreign engineer 
is the laughing stock of cities because, while 
it is well served by some of the ablest 
engineers in the world, it continues to pump 
daily. into the subsoil an ocean of water, 
which foolish action can be stopped by the 
general introduction of meters. 

The city co-ncil takes no action be- 
cause of foolish decisions given by mem- 
bers of the law department. Law is said 
to be the crystallization of the common 
sense of unnumbered generations of men. 
In Chicago the condition of the law, as 
revealed in opinions given to the city 
council, seems to be one of atrophy rather 
than crystallization. 

Chicago is rather badly served by its 
legai department in many ways. Perhaps 
if the entire legal department were under 
civil service regulations, like the engineer- 
ing department, the stoppage of much 
financial waste would not be, an 
dream, It might be a startling innovation 
worth trying to have every member of 
the legal department, including the mu- 
nicipal judges, pass examinations and 
hold positions for life on good behavior. 

Then certain retail saloonkeepers can- 
not stop the introduction of meters for the 
purpose of insuring the paying for the use 
of water and not for 50 per cent waste. 

An argument, or rather a sophistry 
called argument, against tl introduction 
of meters, is that people will use less 
water and the health of the city will be 
thereby imperiled. This has not been the 
experience elsewhere. For a few months 
people are careful, but when they become 
accustomed to the meter they forget it. 
By fixing a reasonable minimum charge 

the annual water bills are no larrer for 
| the- consumer than they were before the 
introduction of meters. 

The saving, however, in general taxa- 
tion is apparent. It is a well known fact 
that when gas meters get out of order 
they are apt to register more gas than is 
consumed. The contrary is true of water 
meters, which register less water than 
passes through after they have become 
worn. The advantage is of course to the

Wonders ‘What Clean Women Think?’ 

„„I wonder what the great body of whole- 
some minded, clean hearted women in Chi- 
eago think of these resolutions, which seek 
ultimately to abolish the permanent marriage 
itself? The commission is giving its time, en- 
ergy, and some of its money in an effort to 
portect women and little children. We are 
not condemning the injured woman—or man, 
either—who seeks a divorce, but we are sim- 
ply trying to protect the public against the 
defiant spirit of indecency which |s sc preva- 
lent throughout the country.

Thinks Homes Become Looser. 

Dr. Waters believed there is rapidly becom- 
ing a rigid alignment between the Christian 
home and the looser methods of socialism. 

Ever since the radical socialistic propa- 
ganda began there has been a treatment of 
marriage from that radical view,“ ne said, in 
discussing the resolutions. 

“These views stand directly opposite to the 
Christian view of marriage as a sacrament 
and spiritual relationsnip.

I do believe marriage ends when both 
parties desire it. I certainly do not believe 
in the rat trap theory of marriage. This 
does not mean that I see a necessity-of re- 
marriage. On the contrary, I wish every 
marriage could be permanent, But a rotten 
marriage is like any other rotten structure 
it is bound to fall.“ 

Other women present at the Saturday con- 
ference indignantly repudiated the idea that 
the resolutions could be construed into any- 
thing savoring of free love.“ 

Free love is the last thing in the world 
those resolutione were intended to repre- 
sent,“ said Mre. Janotta, who was secretary 
of the conference and co-author of the reso- 
yutions. 

“ We objected to the proposed amendments 
to the divorce law because they would have 
a tendency to make divorce more difficult, 
and there may be many reasons why a woman 
should be entitled to one. We believe that 
both marriage and divorce should be based 
cn eugenic principles. We believe that a 
married life should be ideal, but there are 
cases when it is not possible. When persons 
find that to be the case they should not be 
forced to live together.’’

HOLDS CHINA BACK 


Invasions by Whites Fail to 


Teach It Expensive Lesson 
Learned by Japan. 


HAS MEN AND RESOURCES. 


Will Bemain Obseure Nation 
Until Great Army and Navy Are 
Organized and Maintained. 


BY OBSERVER. 


To any one considering the situation in the 
far east the contrast between the position of 
Japan and that of China must appear 
. Startling. 

Japan, a nation of 50,000,000 people, oc- 
cupying territory about the size of the state 
of Montana and possessing no great re- 
sources, is a great power, to whom the other 


great powers send ambassadors. Japan is 


sought as an ally, and its desires most care- 
fully considered. 

China is a nation of over 400,000,000, oc- 
cupying a territory a third greater than that 
of the United States and rich in resources, is 
politically a minor power and as such has 
ministers accredited to it by the great 
powers. It is not desired as an ally by any- 
body. Far from its wishes being considered, 
it is at present in grave danger of losing 
considerable of its territory if not of being 
entirely divided. 


Japan Adds to Territory. 

Japan, far from being threatened with the 
alienation of any of its original territory, has 
added Formosa, the Pescadores, Corea, haif 
of Saghalien, and practically lower Man- 
churla, including the Tiao Tung peninsula 
In addition it is accused, and not without 
justice, of having its eye on inner Mongolia 
and Foo Kien, to say nothing of American 
possessions in and around the Pacific ocean. 

China finds itself face to face with Russia 
and Japan, which, aliied since Mr. Knox's dis- 
astrous attempt to neutralize the Manchurian 
railwats, have practically swallowed Mau- 
churia and are now turning their attention 
to Mongolia. 

To make matters worse, the news has just 
leaked out of a recently signed treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia by which 


they recognize Russian and British suze- 
rainty in Outer Mongolia and Thibet respect- 


». ively and by which they promise each other 
mutual assistance should China or any other 
power endeavor to prevent them from de- 
veloping these two provinces for their own 
interests. 


Japs Brook No Interference. 
No nations attempt to interfere with the 
internal affairs of Japan. 
All nations are constantly interfering with 
the internal affairs of China. Even its ai- 
tempts to suppress the national vice of opium 


smoking are being seriously hindered by | 


Great Britain’s desire to prevent financial 
loss to bankers and merchants who are en- 
gaged in this trade. . 

Interference wiih Japanese subjects resid- 
ing abroad brings a threat of war which is 
heeded by the nation concerned. The San 
Francisco school incident is a good example. 

Chinese are excluded from this country 
and frequently badly treated. Mexico has 
murdered numbers of them. In the Dutch 
East Indies they have been badly abused. 
None of these conditions has been remedied 
from the Chinaman's point of view. 


Two Positions Explained. 

The answer which naturally occurs is that 
Japan has adopted western civilization, while 
Ching has not. This is true, but something 
more is needed to thoroughly understand the 
reason for the great difference, between the 
Strong position of little Japan and the very 
weak position of big China. 

It is necessary to go back to the first con- 
tact of these two countries with western civ- 
a ilization and the effect which this contact has 
had. 

The idea is prevalent that China and Japan 
were always closed to the world until the 
white man used force to open them. This 
_ impression is erroneous. 

The Chinese had some intercourse with the 

west as far back as the time of Alexander 
the Great. There was even some trade with 
- Rome. For a long period there was consid- 
erable overland trade with the Byzantine 
empire, Arabia, and India. 
Pe probabilities are that had it not been 
for the Mohammedan conquest of the inter- 
» vening territory this traffic would have stead- 
ily increased and China and Japan would 
have been comparatively well known to Eu- 
rope. 


Enemy Cuts Off Trade. 
As it was, the Mohammedans @ffectively 
cut off all intercourse by land until long after 
China and Japan had been redisgpvered as 
the result of the efforts made to reach them 


dy sea. 


Long before this discovery there wes steady 
- intercourse and trade between the different 
This was gradually 


traded regularly with Ceylon and India and 
occasionally farther west. 

Marco Polo appeared in China in the 
thirteenth century and was well treated. 
French missionaries reached there by the 
overland route in the same century and were 
also well treated. 

Tt was not until the Buropeans commenced 
to arrive by sea and their actions to cause 
the Chinese and the Japanese authorities to 
become apprehensive of the results which 
would be produced that the policy of exclu- 
sion was enforced first in China and then in 
Japan. 

The Portuguese were first on the scene, 
both in China and Japan. They arrived dur- 
ing the first half of the sixteenth century. 
Next appeared the Spaniards in the Philip- 
pines. The Dutch, followed by the English, 
started their operations in the first haif of 
the seventeenth century. 

With the exception of the Spaniards, who 
practically confined their efforts to the Philip- 
pines, all these powers were after trade. Their 
efforts in this direction frequently led to 
seizure of terfitory. In their dealings with 
the natives they were generally unfair and 
frequently brutal. 

Not content with fighting the natives, they 
frequently fought each other. This conduct 
naturally led to resentment on the part of 
both the Chinese and Japanese. 

In China there was some excuse, as the 
Chinese officials were corrupt, and in their 
efforts to make as much as possible, subject- 
ed the Buropeans to serious annoyances. In 
addition the higher officials regarded all 
other nations as vassals of China and refused 
to treat their peoples or representatives as 
equals. 

In Japan there was no excuse, as the Euro- 
peans were well received, treated generously 
and hospitably. They were allowed entry into 
all the ports of Japan and a full and open 
market. Missionaries were freely admitted 
and so tolerant were the Japanese that within 
fifty years there probably were 2,000,000 na- 
tive converts. 


Japan Expels Missionaries. 

Matters came to a head first in Japan. The 
overzealousness of the missionaries, then 
open contempt for Buddhism and their too 
prominent obedience to the pope, to the ex- 
clusion of the Japanese authorities. led to 
their being considered a menace and conse- 
quently expelled. | | 

The native Christians rebelled and were 
suppressed only with the greatest difficulty: 
AS a consequence all Europeans were ex- 
pelled from Japan with the exception of a 
few Dutch, who, however, were shut up on a 
smal! island in Nagasaki harbor. 

In China a rebellion. gave the authorities 
considerable trouble. The Portuguese helped 
the rebels. The Russian Cossacks appeared 
along the Amur river. These things added 
to the apprehension already felt as a conse- 
quence of the arrival of the European. 

A strict enforcement of a policy of exclu- 
sion was determined upon and followed out. 
Among other things the Russians were 
driven back from the Amur and by the treaty 
of Nerchinsk, signed in 168), acknowledged 
that fact. 


Europeans in Bad Way. 

At the end of the seventeenth century the 
European found himself worse off than in 
the beginning. He was rigidly excluded 
from Japan and practically from China. 

Matters remained in this condition until 
the middle of the nineteenth century, when 
Great Britain, by means of the opium war, 
started the opening of China, and Perry bya 
display of force started that of Japan. 

In each case the opening was carried for- 
ward by continued display or actual use of 
the armed forces of. the white nations con- 
cerned. “ 

The effect in the two countries was differ- 
ent. The Japanese soon saw that what re- 
sistance they could offer was of no avail. 
The soldier class in Japan having kept alive 
that spirit of determination, of loyalty, and 
of just pride so essential to military success, 
their failure to overcome the European hurt 
them profoundly. 

Also it alarmed them for the future safety 
@ their country. They soon saw that the 
only way to successfulty resist the white man 
was to copy his methods. This they deter- 
mined to do. 


Begins to Build Up Army. 
Being the highest and ruling class, once 
having determined upon this course they 
were able to force the country as a whole to 
follow it. 

Persistently. year after year, they have 
built up their army and navy on the best 
European models. At the same time they 
have kept up the military spirit among their 


highest classes and have, by means of uni- 


versal military service, spread it among all 
Classes. 

Though poor and lacking in numbers and 
resources, they first opened the eyes of the 
world to their real value by easily defeating 
China. 

Their humiliation at the close of the war, 
when Russia, France, and Germany made 
them give up Port Arthur, only added to their 
convictions. Next they drove back Russia. 
Their startling successes have been attrib- 
uted to fanaticism. 

Nothing could be a greater mistake. The 
Japanese aré as other people, and no more 
anxious to die. What they have done has 
been done as the result of a realization by 
their rulers that fair treatment by other na- 
tions and national integrity depend upon the 
military power of a nation; that that power 
depends upon the thorough military training 


duty, regardless of personal convenience, 
comfort. or safety. 
China War Losses Heavy. 


China, in its first war with Great Britain, 
saw city after city captured. It was com- 


pelled to pay a large indemnity and wae 


Hongkong. 

In its next war more cities were captured. 
Peking itself was threatened, Again it had 
to yield. 

At practically the same time France took 
Saigon and Cochin China from it. The Rus- 
sians, by the Algun treaty in 1868 and the 
Ignatieff treaty in 1860, took the Amur, 
transamur, and maritime provinces from it. 

In the TongKking war of 1884 France ac- 
quired still more of its territory. In 1806 
Japan drove it out of Corea and took away 
Formosa and the Pescadores. 

Shortly after France took Kwanchouwan, 
Germany Kiaochow, Great Britain Wei-hai- 
wel, and Russia Port Arthur. 

These seizures were followed by open pro- 
posals to divide China into spheres of in- 
fluence, in each of which some one power was 
to be dominant, 

It was saved from this humiliation not by 
its own strength but by the diplomacy of 
Mr. Hay, the American secretary of state. 
In 1900 a few thousand European and Amer- 
ican troops captured its capital, while their 
governments as a result forced it to agree 


to pay an indemnity of approximately 8350 
060,000. 


Fight on Chinese Territory. 


In 100405 Russia and Japan fought in and 
about territory which belongeu to neither of 
them, but which was part of China. Since 
then they have virtually remained in control 
of this territory. 

At the time of the revolution the Mongols, 
incited by Russia, rose in rebellion and de- 
Clared their independence. China has been 
forbidden by Russia to attempt their recon- 
quest. Aided by Japan and Great Britain, 
Russia has practically annexed outer Mon- 
golia. Tibet, also rebellious, is protected by 
England, which, aided by Russia, is about to 
commence the absorption of this territorm 

China, though rich in resources, is badly in 
need of ready cash. It can only get it by 
agreeing to humiliating conditions which 
would threaten its soveteignty. It is sup- 
posed to be a sovereign nation, and yet it can- 
not regulate its internal affairs nor decide 
what goods will or will not be allowed to 
enter its territory, as is shown by the present 
opium dispute with Great Britain. 

Why must it suffer all this, not only at the 
hands of the white powers but also at thase 
of Japan, which but a short half century ago 
was itself being humiliated. 

Why does it not put an end to it by force 
since peaceful means have failed? 


Has Resources and People. 

It has great resources. It has 400,000,000 
of people. They are intelligent. They have 
unsurpassed endurance. They are physically 
larger and stronger than the Japanese. They 
have a long military history, and have in the 
past shown themselves to be excellent sol- 
diers. 

The answer is to be found in the fact that 
in Japan the military spirit having been kept 
élive and the soldiers remaining on top hav- 
ing been able to inculcate the whole nation 
with the military virtues of loyalty, discip- 
line, and sense of duty, when they realized 
the necessity for adopting western methods 
they had only to get western arms and learn 
to use them. 

In China the military spirit had gradually 
died out. The ruling classes lostitfirst. The 
soldier dropped steadily down the scale until 
finally ha was at the bottom of it. To such an 
extent was this carried that for all practical 
purposes the warrior class had ceased to ex- 
ist. To be a soldier was a thing of reproach, 


Code of Chivalry Unknown. 

Such a thing as a code of chivalry, similar 
to the Bushido of Japan, wasunknown. The 
dominant idea was not that when evils were 
inflicted on the nation they were to be resist- 
ed and every effort made to overcome them, 
but that they were to be expected and must 
be borne, or, at the most, resisted passively. 

Thus it was that humiliation after humilia- 
tion taught the Chinese nothing. They hated 
the foreigner and wanted to get rid of him. 
Periodic and useless outbreaks against mis- 
sionaries and efforts such as that made by the 
Boxers occurred. 

From time to time men in high positions 
saw the necessity for adopting European 
methods. They, however. apparently saw no 
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Parents 


purchasing a 
piano for the use of 


They did not understand that back.of these 


and more important was the military spirit. 
This lack of understanding, coupled too often 
with the presence among the troops of dis- 
honest officers, ied to such fiascos both on land 
and sea as those of the Sino-Japanese war. 


Planned Reorganization of Army. 

In 1005 a very comprehensive modern 
scheme was drawn up for the organization 
of an army. The condition of the soldier 
was bettered to such an extent that he soon 
stood far higher in the social scale than he 
had for some centuries. 

By the time the revolution broke out the 
imperial troops. in the north amounted to 
more than 200,000 men with nearly 900 guns. 
Their training was good, but the revolution 
showed the proper spirit to be lacking. The 
very best of the troops mutinied, not because 
of sympathy with the revolution but because 
of the chance to loot. ° 

The young China party which was respon- 
sible for the revolution chafes under the 
humiliations inflicted on China and even 
calls for war to prevent their continuation. 
The leaders know, however, that in spite of 
its numbers, of its size, and of its resources, 
China is helpless. The necessary spirit of 
nationality and military virtue have been 
lacking. 


„National Spirit Lacking. 

The population always has been united in 
theocratic: beliefs, in love of family life and 
family system, in its ethics, customs, prece- 
dents, symbols, and dress. In spite of this,

nationality. The peace loving Chinese are 
commencing to realize that national integ- 
rity and sovereignty rest on military force. 
What they have not realized is that the 
qualities requisite for militafy success an-

ment; that these qualities are the results of 
generations of patient, careful, and persist- 
ent edu2ational effort; that as time goes on 
war demands a higher and higher training 
and moral standard on the part of those who 
engage in it. 

Have Big Lesson to Learn. 


When this has been learned and the effort 
has been made and continued through the 
long years necessary, then and then only 
can the Chinese expect to take advantage of 
their numbers and resources to drive back 
those nations which have steadily encroached 
on their borders and occupied all their prin- 
cipal seaports. 

Then, in addition to an effectivearmy, they 
may have an effective nav” which will pre- 


vent invaders from landing on their shores | 


and enable them to carry a war to the ag- 
gressor's country. Then and then only cap 
they think of peace, for until then they will 
never know it.

Shortage of money from time to time 
hag led to new discoveries of new sources 
of revenue and the imposition of new taxes.. 

In 1905 the shocking inadequacy of police 
protection led. to an increase in saloon l 
censes from $500 ‘a year to $1,000 a year. 

In 1907 the wheel tax law was passed 
by the legislature. 

In 1 the limit of the bonded indebted- 
ness of the city was increased by the legis- 
lature. 

In 1910 the city was relieved of the bur- 
den of street lighting. 

In .1906 the consolidation of the Cosmo- 
politan and the Commonwealth Electric 
companies brought in a new source of rev- 
enue, and if these increases of money had 
been applied with a single purpose for the 
public welfare they would have proves ade- 
quate for all needs. 

Unfortunately, fully one-half of the new 
revenue was frittered away on wastefal 
political projects and the employment of 
incompetent loafers. 

All these taxes were tolerated, 1 
until in 1911 the sanitary district devied its 
maximum tax, for which it had no need 
whatever. Then, for the first time, a tax- 
payer revolted egainst the prevalent inter- 
pretation of the Juul law and demanded that 
the tax limit imposed in that law should in- 
clude the interest on bonds. 

The Supreme court held that interest on 
bonds was.not to be exempted from the 
scaling process of the Juul law, but should 
be included therein. Asa result, the taxes 


income of the city was reduced proportion- 
ately. 

It would have been 988 100 tor the eity 
to eliminate the wasteful political and cor- 
rupt appropriations from its budget and 
still have sufficient funds to conduct the 
city government. This course of action was 
not taken by Mayor Harrison and the city 
council. On the contrary, wrongful appro- 
priations were made over again, and econ- 
omies were imposed by striking out items 
of public importance and by holding up 20 
per cent of the salaries of the city employés. 

The -Harrison. administration now pro- 
poses a bond issue for the running expenses 
of the city for this year, and a blanket in- 
crease in taxes to carry on the business 
and the politics of the city in the future. 

From this plan of procedure Tue Tris- 
UNE persistently dissents and insists that 
the needs of Chicago shall be supplied not 
from further inroads upon the pockets of 
the ittaxpayers but by the elimimation of 
graft and waste. 

The taxpayer is 3 from a ‘compll- 
cation of too many political taxing bodies, 
each of which ig pressing for the last drop 
of blood. |

CARE OF THE FEET. 

EVERAL years ago, when a certain 

city made a physical examination 

a part of its wivil service test for 

positions on the police and fire de- 

partment, it was found that a rule 

against flat foot practically barred negroes 
from the service. 

Inquiry as to the ability to walk and 
stand without discomfort of whites and 
blacks did not show the same disproportion, 
The conclusion was that flat foot is not as 
disabling as is generally suppased. When 
the test of the arch of the foot by impression 
on paper is made in a routine way, it is found 
that there are lots of people with high 
arches and painful feet and lots of people 
with flat feet who suffer no discomfort. 

Now, whenever the calf muscles cramp, 
pain, ache, or tire easily, or the feet burn 
or hurt, something is the thatter with the 
feet. On the other hand, when the foot is 
flat one must go slow about announcing that 
the foot is inefficient, or predicting that 
painful feet will ultimately develop.

In the problem of the feet there are many 
elements that enter in besides the arch. 
There are twenty-seven bones and all the 
ligaments that tie them together, a lot of 
muscles and many more tendons, a multi-

I have sometimes wondered why those 
men who were building up schools of 
medicine around pinched nerves did not 
use the foot merves as the basis of their 
theory, since foot nerves are so frequently 
(pinched, pressed upon, and“ nagged.” In- 


spine—nerves that are buttressed like one of 
Scott’s armored knights. ‘ 

The practice is to cramp and bind the feet 
for years until the twisted toes, displaced 
bones, atrophied muscles, and lax ligamenta 
make a condition past remedying, and then 
to attempt some superficial, ill considered 
remedy too late for any good result. 

The real remedy is to encourage children 
to go barefooted wherever hookworm will 
permit; to encourage them to wiggle their 
toes, and to take exercises that will develop 


the calf muscles and those lower down; to 


study where the shoes wear, both heels and 
soles, for what we can learn of the foot mech- 
anism that we seek to conserve; to study 
the toeing In or the toeing out to discover 
whether it means wrongly made feet or 
whether it means that the trouble is beyond 
the feet in the legs, the wrong toeing being 
an effort of the feet to compensate for the 
inefficient mechanism of the legs. |

eighties, years when men were thinking a 
great deal about the Hottentets, but little 
about their own feet, most of the sufferers 
will exclaim:

HOW To REMOVE “NITS.’’ 

Mrs. A. P. writes: My little girl, age 
5, as a result of playing with unclean chil- 
dren, has become troubled with vermin in 
the hair, which we seem to be unable to get 
rid of. We have had the head washed sev- 
eral times and also have made frequent ap- 
plications of tincture of larkspur and of 
coal oll. Still the vermin remain, as the 
daily use of the fine comb discloses. Her 
hair shows a mass of ‘ nits,’ and the child 
is becoming nervous from the constant itch- 
ing. The hair is naturally curly, and has 
been admired greatly. We naturally hesitate 
to sacrifice the hair, if there is any remedy 
we could make use of to rid it of this con- 
dition. Will it de necessary to cut off the 
hair, or can you suggest some remedy that 
will overcome this condition?” 


REPLY. 

Use the following: Mix equal. parte of kerosene 
oll and olive oll. Rub the mixture well into scalp. 
Then cover the hair with a piece of muslin and 
fasten it about the h avoiding contact with 
a lighted gas jet, or me of any kind. The 
following morning the scalp should be washed with 
soap, hot water a vinegar. A fine toothed comb, 
wet in vinegar, should be used to remove nits.”’ 
Thoroughly dry the hair with a towel. This treat- 
ment should be repeated three or four times. You 
have probably failed by not being thorough enough. 
Follow each detail exactly.

A5 MARQUISE ‘DE FONTENOY. 


OST of the lange fortunes advertised 
as awaiting the rightful owner turn 
out to be myths, after having served 
as a pretext for allsorts ofingenious 
swindles at the expense of credulous 

people. 

There is, however, a very real and bona fide 
fortune, amounting to near $10,000,000, in the 
Prussian treasury awaiting any one who can 
furnish proofs that he isthe senior legitimate 
descendant in the male line direct of Count 
Burkhard von Munnich, field marshal gener- 
alissimo of the Russian army. 

Count Burkhard was a native of Oldenburg 
and had served with distinction in the Saxon 
and French armies before taking up his res!- 
dence in Russia in response to the invitation 
of Peter II. The old field marshal died in 
1767. | 

Frederick the Great was a great admirer 
of the old field marshal and it was therefore 
quite natural that when later on a contro- 
versy on the subject of some property arose 
between the field marshal's only son, Count 
Ernest von Munnich, and Empress Eliza- 
beth's favorite, Biron, duke of Courland, 
the Prussian monarch should have been 
urged by the Munnichs to assume the role 
of arbitrator. 

Frederick the Great's award was in favor 
of Count Ernest von Munnich, and the 500,000 
Albertsthalers which he had decided as being 
due by the duke of Courland, in respect tothe 
property. was duly paid over to his Prussian 
majesty for transmission to Count Ernest von 
Munnich. 


_— 

Frederick the Great, however, retained pos- 
session of the money in question, declining 
on one pretext and another to surrender it 
to the count. This, I am sorry to say, was 
characteristic of the king, who was always 
reluctant to part with his cash, except where 
his army was concerned. 

A few years ago two men of the name of 
Charles and John Munnich, Russian sub- 
jects, put forward a claim to this fortune, 
which had remained in the hands of Fred- 
erick the Great, confiding their interests to 
the well known Beriin lawyer, Gronemann. 

Proceedings were inaugurated and in course 
of time matters went so far that the Prussian 
crown admitted that Frederick the Great 
had duly received the money—namely: 500. 
000 Albertsthalers—from Biron, Duke of 
Courland, for payment to Count Ernest von 
Munnich; that he had failed to turn the 
money over to the latter, and that he had 
retained unlawful possession thereof. 

It was also admitted by the crown that the 
money at compound interest had reached well 
over the $10,000,000 mark. 

In fact, the represeritatives of the Prus- 
sian crown even went so far as to offer to 
enter into negotiations for the payment of 
the sum to any one who could establish his 
rights to the fund by furnishing legal proofs 
that he was the senior legitimate descendant 
in the male line direct and heir of Count Er- 
nest von Munnich. The claimants were una- 
ble to do this to the satisfaction of the court, 
and meanwhile the money remains awaiting 
a claimant. |

Tt must be added by way of explanation 
that, although one of the finest regiments of 
Russian cavalry still bears the name of Field 
Marshal von Munnich, both he and his im- 
mediate descendants: were badly treated by 
the Russian crown. On one occasion the 
marshal was actually led out to execution at 
St. Petersburg, and then, reprieved at the 
last moment, Was sent off into Siberia in 
exile. while Count Ernest and his children 
were obliged to flee from Russia to escape 
persecution, pring 

It is in this way that family papers got 
Iost and that the title of Count of the Holy 
Roman Empire bestowed upon the fie!d mar-

Spain's new ambassador to the court of St. 
James, Don Alfonso Merry del Val, is, 
his brother, Rafael, the cardinal secretary 
of state, a native of England and with a 
strain of Irish blood in his veins. He was 
born im London, in Portman square, while his 
father, the old marquis, former ambassador 
of Spain at Vienna, Was serving as secretary 
of the Spanish mission to the court of St. 
James. 

His mother was.the daughter of Don Pedro 
José de Zulueta, Count de Terre Diaz, and of 
the latter’s wife, a daughter of Brodie M. 
Willcocks, member of parliament for South- 
ampton. 

The Marquise Merry del Val, that is to say, 
the mother of the cardinal secretary of state 
and of the newly appointed Spanish ambas- 
sador to the court of St. James, was born 
in England. Moreover, the old marquis him- 
self had an Irish mother, while the Merry del 
Val family of Spain constitutes a branch of 
the old Trish family of Merry of County 
Waterford, members of which emigrated to 
Spain after the battle of the Boyne on ac- 
count of the persecution to which they were 
subjected in Erin by reason of their ad- 
herence to the Roman Catholic church. 

= = 

The marquis’ two sons were educated 
wholly in England, first at a Catholic school 
near Slough and afterward at Ushaw col- 
lege, near Durham. 

Eventually, through the influence of their 
father, the two brothers entered the service 
of the queen regént of Spain, the one—name- 
ly: Mer. Rafael Merry del Val, as mentor of 
the young king, Alfonso XIII., and the other, 
Don Alfonso Merry del Val, as one of her 
private secretaries, in which office he was 
succeeded by Don Juan Riano, now Spanish 
envoy in the United States and who has just 
been honored by his sovereign with the Grand 
Cordon of the Order of Isabel the Catholic, — 

It cannot be said, therefore, that the new 
Spanish ambassador to Great Britain.comes 
to London asa stranger. Indeed, born within 
the sound of Bow Bells, he is a cockney born 
and bred, and can boast of being the only 
cockney member of the foreign diplomatic 
corps accredited to the court of St. James,

Viscount Bangor. who has just been elected 
for life as one of the representative peers of 
Ireland in the house of lords at Westminster, 
is, like all the other representative peers, a 
Unionist, since the Unionists have an over- 
Whelming majority among the Irish peers 
entitled to take part in the election. | 

He is a soldier by profession, was for some 
years captain of the British legation guards 
at Peking, after having taken part in the cap- 
ture of that city by the allied army in 1900, 
and then was for a time under the name of 
Lieut. Col. Crosbie Ward of the Royal artil- 
lery, on the staff of the general commanding 
the British forces in Canada. 

He is married to a daughter of the late 
Dacre’ Hamilton of Cornacassa, County 
Monaghan, which serves to recall that the 
grandfather of the first Lord Bangor was 
killed in a duel by a member of this same 
Hamilton family.

My Dear Grunau: I note that 
yourself and three other Progressives in the 
legislature voted for Col. Lewis for the long 
term senatorship on one or more ballots this 
week. I have the kindest feeling personally 
toward Col. Lewis, but I do not believe that 
you and the other Progressives were serving 
the Progressive cause or party by voting for 
him, and knowing you personally I felt at 
liberty to express to ycu reasons for this 
belief. 

There is nothing in the political history of 
Col. Lewis or in his mental makeup or char- 
acteristics to indicate that he at heart be- 
eves in genuine progressive principles. If 
Col. Lewis were of the type of Democrat of 
Senator Kern of Indiana;or the Democratic 
senators from Oklahoma or Arizona, or of 
Republicans like Senator Kenyon of Iowa or 
La Follette of Wisconsin, or Norris of 
Nebraska, the case would be different. These 
men, while not affiliated with the Progressive 
party, have shown pronounced interest in 
and sympathy for the Progressive cause and 
Progressive measures. The twenty-seven or 
twenty-eight Progressives in the Illinois 
legislature represent nearly as Many voters 
as the ninety-seven Democrats. The Wilson 
vote was only about 18.000 greater than 
Roosevelt's in this state. Peculiar conditions 
last fall, which you are well aware of, made 
the Progressive representation in the legis- 
lature scarcely one-third of what the party 
was entitled to. Could the real wishes ot the 
voters have been made effective, the Pro- 
gressive membership would be nearly equal 
to that of the Democrata. 

The indorsement of Col. Lewis at the Demo- 
cratic primaries last spring was, in fact, ap- 
parent rather than real. The contest for 
United States senator in the Democratic 
party in this state at the spring primary went 
almost by default, no one believing that it 
meant anything more than a complimentary 
vote. It never would have become serious 
except for the unexpected eruption in the 
Republican national convention several 
months later, which resulted in the formation 
of the Progressive party im August. But, 
even admitting that this Democratic primary 
vote should be binding upon Democratic 
legislators, certainly it is not upon Pro- 
gressives. The election of a reactionary or 
colorless Democratic or Republican Uhited 
States senator by Progressive votes in the 
legislature would be a sé¢rious blow to the 
Progressive cause and party. If one genuine 
Progressive senator could be gotten at the 
same time, there might be some excuse for 
such a course, but not otherwise. Better by 
far leave the. seats vacant and await the 
adoption of the constitutional amendment 
(goon to be) giving the people direct the 
choice of their senators. Then the over- 
whelming Progressive sentiment of the 
voters of Illinois can have two senators truly 
representative.

“I am sorry Mr. McCombs cannot accept 
the appointment to France. I was particu- 
larly anxious that he should. My admiration 
for his abilities, my knowledge of his singular 
capacity. for grasping complex situationa, 
my confidence in his tact and resourcefulness. 
as well as my affection for him and the inu- 
mate relations that of course exist between 


us, combine to make my disappointment very 


great indeed. 


„But 1 of course appreciate the force of 
the reasons he gives. He would have ac- 
cepted at an unreasonable sacrifice and I 
could not further press the offer upon him.

It was my duty to examine 
every one of our ships ot war and I found our 
men continually practicing. . Our ahips were 
atripped to the iron frames. On the other hand 
the Spaniards neglected. this discipline. They 
had good ships and brave men, but they 
lacke@® scientific method. 


Urges Preparation for War. 

America must prepare for war and then 
must be the means of bringing about peace. 
It is her mission. to give equality of oppor- 
tunity im industry until the time will come 
when war will become economically unprof- 
itable. If we once éstablish a profitable in- 
terchange industrially among the nations 
war wil) become an abhorrence.’

That the switchmen are confident of gain- 
ing the hardest contested point—overtime pay 
for Sundays—was shown by their eagerness 
to lay their demands before the United States 
commissioner. 


Ministerial Association Acts. 

The switchmen say they have the indorse- 
ment of the ministerial bodies of Chicago in 
their fight for better working conditions. 

A resolution adopted by the Presbyterian 
association and signed by A. 8, Clarke, its 
president, said: 

We understand the trainmen abe in com- 
munication with the railway managers 
of Chicago for better working conditions. 
We feel the Sunday labor problem 18 a 
menace to public welfare and militates 
against the work of the church.

A weekly day of rest is a physical neces- 
sity to man and there is a good reason why 
it should be the day of common worship.”

In the last number of a French cookery jour- 
nal there is an article about the forced feed- 
ing of the geese which quotes from the Jour- 


nal of Agriculture of Alsace-Lorraine to the 


effect that this is not a kind of torture. It 
says: 

“One of the most celebrated branches of 
Alsacian industry is that of the päte de foie 
Sras. In order to make good pastes it is nec- 
essary to use perfect livers. A fine liver of the 
goose is whitish or a bright yellow, soft to the 
touch, and it presents, when one cuts it, a sec- 
tion perTectly glossy. Be mistrustful of a fat 
liver of a gray shade, a section of which is 
wrinkled. A liver fleshy and reddish cannot be 
used as a foundation, but can only be used in 
the making of sauces. As for a ‘foie mit. 
taire,” which ig covered with little black spots, 
its value its near to nothing. A fine liver 
brings from $1 to $1.20, while a defective one 
brings to the breeder only 25 cents.”

A workman accustomed to

gives all the details and other things, at the 
same time telling the agriculturist how best 
to stuff the geese. Feeding or forcing must 
commence at the end of August and the begin- 
ning of September, as soon as the temperature 
permits. The coops in which the geese are 
shut up must be exactly the dimensions of the 
creature with the wings spread, but they may 
be quite high, in order that the goose may 
easily stand upright. The material used for 
the fattening must be exclusively of the whole 
grains of corn, which have been cooked slight- 
ly, so that they can be pinched with the 
fingers, and so be more easily digested. The 
addition of a little salt is recommended. 


The feeding with the hand is not difficult to 
learn. The feeder has the greatest interest in 
treating the geese with regard and caution, 
the business can 
easily feed eight or ten geese in an hour. 
Tne whole business lasts in consequence from 
six to seven minutes. : 

Feed the geese three times a day. If it 
proves, however, with some geese that the 
crop is not yet empty, it is better to reduce 
the rations to two 

The forcing takes from fifteen days to three 
weeks, according to whether the goose has 
been previously fed in a coop. In order that 
the operation be complete, each must have 
from twenty to twenty-five liters (almost a 
quart) of corn. The method “A la main” 
(hand feeding) generally gives better results 
than mechanical feeding. 

It is false, says further the Journal of Agri- 
culture, that the forced feeding of the geege in 
Alsace implies torture. The Journal of Agri- 
culture abstains from consulting on this sub- 
ject the geese. principally Interested, but con- 
cludes: Good eaters (gourmets) never will 
give up the p&té de foie gras, for it is the 
pearl of all culinary luxuries.”

LAURA: I would not advise you to attempt 
to remove the mole yourseif. They are dan- 
gerous to tamper with, as they not infrequently 
cause malignant growths. Have it taken off 
with electricity. This is the safest and most 
effective way of removing moles, Do not apply 
an acid to them.

S. A. G.: Here is a formula for removing 
freckles: One-fourth ounce carbonated potash, 
one-eighth ounce chloride of soda, eight ounces 
rose water, and two ounces orange flower water. 
Mix. Bathe the face with this lotion at night 
before retiring. In the morning use plenty of 
cold cream. This is excellent in a stubborn 
case of freckles, but if your freckles are light 
bathing the face with buttermilk is good. Use 
the buttermilk as you would water, allowing 
it to dry on. I cannot give you the name of 
a face powder. There are several good ones 
on the market and I consider a good grade of 
rice powder about the best. A good face pow- 
der will not injure the skin. One must take 
great care in the selection of a face powder. 
Cheap powders are nothing more than chalk 
and will clog the pores and do more harm than 
ood.

Costly Cars; Higher on Old 
and Cheaper Machines,

New rates have been promulgated for auto- 
mobile insurance in the west including Chi- 
cago, which are to take effect Aprill. The 
schedule just issued materially reduces pre- 
miums on new end high priced cars and the 
ost of insurance on old and low priced cars 
is increased. The rates are graded accord- 
ing to the price, age of the car and amount 
of insurance desired. 

The rate on electric automobiles for all 
models is 1% per cent with a reduction of 
one-eighth of 1 per cent for the elimination 
of the teeft and value policy clauses. On 
steam automobiles the rate is 3 per cent on 
cars of this year and next year models. On 
cars of last year models the rate is 8% per 
gent. 

Gasoline automobiles for rate purposes are 
@ivided into two general classes. Class 1. 
includes cars of last year, this year and next 
year models in the hands of original owners 
and cars listed at less than $700 of this year 
and next year models in hands of original 
owner. 

The next general class includes automobiles 
not coming within the definition of Class 1. 
In Class 1 the rates vary according to the 
age, amount of insurance and cost. The 
price ranges from 1% per cent to 3% per cent. 
In Class 2 the rate ranges from 2 per cent 
to 4% per cent. 

The cates will be in force all over the coun- 
try, except the Pacific Coast.
